The city 
is filled with Johnson portraits and ban- 
ners. Following the withdrawal of Book- 
walter as the Johnsen candidate for sen- 
ator, the Zimmerman men inaugurated 
a raid on the Johnson ranks, claiming 
that the instruction for Johnson for gov- 
ernor applied only to the balloting on 


a * Wednesday and not to the selection to- 


morrow of members of the committee on. 
credentials, resolutions, etc. The John- 
sOn men met this charge by saying the 
instructions applied to the entire organi- 
gation of the convention, 

It is still conceded that the one secur- 
ing a majority of the committee on cre- 
dentials tomorrow afternoon will on the 
following day be nominated for governor, 
as 145 seats out of the 690 are contested, 
and neither candidate can win without 
having all of his delegates seated.

This is the 
first move of the waiters and cooks’ 
union in the renewr@ fight against the 
Chicago Restaurant Keepers’ Association, 
which two months ago tied up the estab- 
lishments controlléd by them and which 
resulted in the granting of an increase in 
wages of 10 per cent to their employees. 
In a statement issued by the cooks ang 
Waiters the reason assigned for the action 
is alleged discrimination on the part of 
the arbitration board in their decision 
relating to the question of hous and 
wages. The strike, which was a total 
failyre in several instances, wag marked 
by a slight disorder in others,

WILL BE GOOD 


Despite Rain, Worms and 
Frost Prospects, Staple 
Will Come, 


Jackson, Miss,’ August 24.—(Special.)— 
Despite complaints of too much rain, fear 
of early frost and reports of damage by 
the army warm, tha prospects continue 


‘bright for a magwificent cottom crop in 


Mississippi this yes. - 

Conservative obsérvers of the crop are 
agreed that, although there has been a 
great deal of rain during the past month, 
cotton has not been damaged to any 
great extent by excessivé moisture ex- 
cept in a very few localities where the 
plant has taken on a rank and unhealthy 
growth. 

The only critical phase of the situation 
is the damage that would be caused by 
an early frost. The crop is from three 
to six weeks late, and if there is a visi- 
tation of killing frost over the state 
earlier than the latter part of October 
the yield will be very materially reduced, 

Frost rarely comes in Mississippi in 
killing quantities before the middle of 
November and often it is deferred until 
the first week of December. The pres- 
ent season, however, has bcen ungua) in 
many respects and this increases the feel- 
ing of uneasiness among the planters. 

The first bales of new cotton, two in 
number, were received at Magnolia on 
Tuesday and were sold for 13 1-8 cents 
per pound. They were raised by a man 
named Sandy Simmons. 

An investigation of the reported appear- 
ance of the Mexican boll weevil in Yazoo 
county shows that the bug which has 
been stinging the cotton in that county 
is not the weevil, but its proper species 
has not yet been defined. The damage 
being caused by the army worm is con- 
fined chiefly to the northeastern section 
of the state. 

In many segtions of the state the corn 
crop averages from 4 to 80 bushels 
per acre, an@ is the finest that has been 
grown in Mississippi for many years. 
Some farmers state that they have raised 
enough corn to last them tWo years. The 
excellent corn yield: will, méan a larger 
amount of home grown meat and a drop- 
ping off in patronage of northern pack.

Salisbury’s coffin has been finally closed. 
The servants and family will act as pall- 
bearers at the funeral when Lord.

It was announced that Lord Salisbury’s 
funera! will take place August 31 at 
Hatfield at 3 o’clock in the afternoon, The 
service will be held in St. Etheldredas 
church.

The ceremony will be 
most private. Simultaneously a service 
will be held in Westminster abbey. At 
the funeral services in St. Etheldredas 
church, at Hatfield, the representatives 
of the king and royal! family will be seat- 
ed in a private chapel north of the chan- 
cel.

PRUVES DEADLY 


dh b, Thedford Died al 
Rome Yesterday, 


Man Shot by Motorman Potts Sat- 
urday Night Loses Fight to 
Death—Made Ante-Mortem 
Statement Concerning

Rome, Ga., August 24.—(Special.)—Dr. 
M.A. Thedford, who was shot and mor- 
tally wounded by Joseph D. Potts Sat- 
urday night about 10 o'clock, died from 
tis wounds about 12 o'clock today at his 
home in the fourth ward. 

There has been no hope of recovery 
since the wound was inflicted and his 
strong and robust constitution alone kept 
him alive as long as this. 

Fotts is in jail, though 
®tatement of fact to 
sentiment is undoubtedly with him in 
the unfortunate affair. Alj the circum 
Stances of the case seem to show that 
bis provocation was very great and there 
are hundreds who predict that he will be 
discharged on a preliminary hearing. It 
is stated that reliable citizens 
have been heard to say that they are 
ready to go on the stand and swear that 
they haye heard Thedford make damag- 
ing and Iibelous remarks concerning 
Potts’ wife, and, enjoying the esteem 
which she undoubtedly does in this com- 
munity, this testimony certainly weighs 
very heavily in young Potts’ favor. 

Had Similar Trouble Before. 

This is not the first time that Thedford 
has been in just this same kind of row. 
Several yeurs ago he was forced to sign 
a statement withdrawing certain remarks 
made which involved the good name of 
a young lady who was in his employ for 
quite a time, That affair never reached 
the public prints, but it is a fact never- 
theless, 

Pottg is a miid and pleasant young 
fellow, of very slight figure, just 22 years 
of age, and has only been married a few 
months. He is in jail and expresses re- 
gret that the necessity for killing Thed- 
ford arose,, but further than this he ex- 
presses no sorrow for doing that which he 
considered his manhood required. 

Thedford was a large and rather hand- 
SOM¢e man, about fifty-four years of age. 
He was closely identified with business 
affairs in Rome for a good many years 
past, and is Known, through his liver 
meédicine, all over the south. He leaves 
a wife and several children,

Juvenile courts are in operation in a 
number of the larger cities and are said 
to accomplish much good. Children who 
may commit trivial offenses against city 
laws are brought before the judge of 
this court, the trial being attended with 
rehveey, and the jugge, after administer- 
Ing some good ady has the authority 
to send \the offer/.% back te his home 
on probation. The offender is ordered to 
report to the court ‘rtain. intervals, 
with the promise that if he is a good 
boy he will not be punished for the of- 
fense. If some child should continue to 
come befcre the court he is finally turn- 
@€d over to the authorities the other 
courts, who send the offender to ihe re- 
formatory. It is believed that such 
courts are an excellent means through 
which to work the refcqmation of yorth- 
ful violaiors of the law.

He asserts that 
the state is again confronted with the 
negro problem in all its gravity: that 
It has hecome a political question In every 
essential respect, and is both local and 
national in its scope; that the question of 
negro suffrage was not finally settled by 
the constitution of 1890, and the negro is 
becoming educated so rapidly and is 
qualifying for suffrage in such large num- 
bers that he will soon becom@ a danger- 
ous element in politics; that a vote for 
Vardaman will be a discouragement of 
the negro and a direct blow at the policy 
of President Roosevelt. 

Major Vardaman also declares himeelf 
as an advocate of mob violence, putting 
his position in these words: “If I was a 
citizen, and neither sheriff nor governor, 
I would head the crowd to hang the in- 
fernal black devil before troops could 
get there.’’

bers, is getting less than his proportion 
of the common school fund, through the

An Analysis of Vardaman. 


Major Vardaman is unquestionably one 
of the most picturesque characters who 
ever stepped before the footlights on 
Mississippi's political stage. Born in 
in 1861, his parents returned to 
Mississippi, their native state, in 1868 
and took up residence in Yalobusha coun- 
where young Vardaman lived and 
until 1882, 


law. He has never been an active prac- 
tioner, however, but early in life went 
into politics and has sfnce been more or 
less conspicuous before the public. He 
hasgpeen presidential elector twice, was 
a member of the legislature from 1490 un- 
til 1896. being elected speaker without 
opposition in 1894. In the early nineties 
he ventured into journalism and for sev- 
eral years has been editor of The Green- 
wood Commonwealth. a weekly journal 
noted for its vigorous and iconoclastic 
utteranceés. 

In 1898 Major Vardaman was elected 
captain of the Water Valley company in 
the Second Mississipp! regiment, being 
recruited to go to the Spanish-American 
war, and in this connection there is a 
very interesting story. Governor Mc- 
Laurin was at that time in the chair of 
chief executive. and for some time Mc- 
Laurin and Vardaman had been political 
enemies of the most bitter sort. When 
the regimental officers were given a 
physical examination by the mus8tering 
Officer it was found that Vardaman pos- 
sessed physical defects which caused him 
to be rejected. Lieutenant McFarland, 
of the same comp1iny, was in the same 
fix. In the cese of the latter Governor 
McLaurin wrote to the war department 


| and insisted that he b: mustered in any- 
| way, which was subsequently done. 


But 
in Vardaman’s case the governor was 
only hurcan. He did not heap coals of 
fire on his enemy's head. Despite the 
petition of Vardaman’s friends, and a

In the long series of solar plexus 
charges that have been brought against 
Vardaman during the campaign, that of 
plagiarism proved the most effective. 
With the deadly parallel it was shown 
where he had boldly cribbed his eloquent 
tribute to the confederate soldier from 
a similar speech delivered by Robert In- 
gersol! in 1878. The similarity of lan- 
guade, many passages being identical, left 
po doubt as to the origin of this portion 
of the speech. 

Major Vardaman @eclared that he has 
made no campaign pledges or promises. 
His enemies contradict this,. They assert 
that several circuit judgeships have been 
viftually promised, a notable instance be- 
ing in one of the northern districts where 
the supposed recipient-to be is qa lawyer 
who recently figured in a very breezy 
scandal that aroused indignation through- 
out the state. On the other hand, Vard- 
aman’'s friends charge that Critz has al- 
ready fdrmed out all of the patronage that 
will be at his disposal, 

The Career of Critz. 

Judge Critz is a native of Alabama, but 
his parents moved to Mississippi when 
he was of early age. He is of revolution- 
ary ancestry on both sides of the fam- 
ily. His youth was spent on a farm in 
Oktibbeha county, and when 16 years of 
age he entered the confederate army. His 
captain remarked of him that “Critz 
fights like hell all day and prays all 
night.” He was serving as a sergeant 
under General Forrest at the time of the 
surrender. In 1867 he entered the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi and graduated two 
years later. After teaching school a year 
he studied law, and {n 1872 moved to West 
Point. his present home. At the age of 
33 he was appointed chancellor of his 
district, and served for eight years, being 
at that time the youngest member of 
the Mississippi bench. He was in the 
state senate on 1874, and a member of 
the lower house of the legislature from 
1876 to 1890. and as a legislator always 
sustained the reputation of being a tire- 
lese worker. One of his notable law 
cases was the big back tax suits against 
the Illinois Central road, which resulted 
in the collection of one and one-half mil- 
lion dollars by the state revenue agent 
from that corporation. 

Both Have Been Candidates. 

Both the present candidates have be- 
fore been in the feld for gubernatorial 
honors. Major Vardaman opposed Gov- 
ernor McLaurin in 1895, but received a 
very smal] vote. He was again a candi- 
date in 1899 against A. H. Longino, and 
this is therefore his third race, 

He is said to have stated to frien@s 
that, unless elected, it will be his last 
race. 

Judge Critz was also a candidate against 
Longino in 1899, and made a fairly good 
showing. although six candidates were in 
the field. 

The Result Forecasted. 

Accepting the analysis of the campaign 
as a fight between the radical and conser- 
vative elements, the chances seem fo 
be very largely in favor of the election 
of Critz, and the sportively inclined are 
offering odds of two to one in his fa- 
vor. 

The total vote polled in the first pri- 
mary wags 98,775, divided as follows: 

Vardaman, 39,679. 

Critz,. 34,813. 

Noel, 24,283. 

By the above, it will be seen that 
Vardaman jed Critz by a plurality of only 
5,866, and he lacked over 10,000 votes of 
having a majority. 

Critz and Noel were running practically 
On the same platform. Both were conser- 
vatives, Noel even more g0 than Critz, 
and more vigorous in his opposition to 
the Vardaman platform. Since the first 
primary he has declared for Critz, and 
ig exerting every influence in his behalf, 
ag is also the McLaurin faction, and 
other politica, forces of lesser note. 

The Critz men claim that they will 
receive at least 75 per cent of the Noel 
vote. This will be sufficient to elect their 
candidate. Furthermore, they assert that 
Vardaman rot only polled his full 
strength in the first primary, but has susg- 
tained heavy losses since that time. 

This is what the politiclans eal) the 
‘logic of figures.'’ It remains to be seen 
whether their predictions are to be vert- 
fied. The Vardamanites stoutly claim vic. 
tory and have conducted a campaign of 
ceaseless energy. The county managers 
‘of Vardaman assert that he will be much 
stronger In the second race, now that the 
issues have become more sharply defined. 
and the people are beginning to see that 
it is a struggle for white supremacy. 

The returns from the election wil] be 
made krown more quickly than on the 
night of the first primary, owing to the 
small number of district and county con- 
tests. Two railroad commissioners are 
to be elected, and thig will conclude the 
list of the democratic nominees for state 
office. There will be no opposition ticket 
or independent caaudates ge: the general] 
election in November.

Chicago Negroes Iry To 
Take Charge of Ba- 
tavia, Ills.

Chicago, August 24.—To prevent a pos- 
sible lynching a Chicago negro man and 
woman were secretly removed from a 
crowd surrounding the jail at Batavia, 
Ills., tonight and locked up in the county 

at Geneva. ‘The prisoners had 
arrested after a series of violent 
encounters between residents of the vil- 
lage and participants in the picnic of 
negroes of the Quinn and Bethel Chapel 
churches. 

About 3,000 colored men and women 
made up the picnic party at Mill creek, 
2 miles south of Batavia. The negroes 
took possession of the lawn of Mrs. 
George Burton’s phce, and when she 
ordered them to leave she was repeat- 
edly struck by two of the negro women. 

City Marshal Kelly arrested*® the two 
women, but was at once attacked by a 
crowd of 200 negroes, who succeeded in 
releasing the prisoners, leaving Kelly un- 
conscious upon the ground. 

Later in the day Sneriff Robert Burke, 
of Geneva, with a posse arrested three 
of the negroes—Wiiliam Allen, Harry 
Bell and Fanny Shelby—taking them 
from a train at Batavia after a desperate 
battle in the railway,coach and on the 
station yatform. Bbth Bell and the 
Shelby woman were locked up in the 
town jail till tae gathering of a large 
crowd of citizens caused the police to or- 
der their removal to Geneva. Allen later 
was released.

The Canal Outlook. 
The fate of the Panama canal 


seems, according to the/latest advices 
from Bogota, to hinge upon the possi- 
bility of an amendment to the constl- 
tution of Colombia being expeditious- 
ly adopted or made. In this country 
it would be impossible to affect such 
a change in the constitution within 
the necessary time, even were it to 
meet the approval of all elements of 
the people; but they manage things 
differently in the Spanish-American 
republics, 


This is not said in a spirit of ad- 
verse criticism, but it is a mere state- 
ment of fact. The constitution of 
what is now the republic of Colombia 
has been changed many times in. the 
past, and it is easy to conceive that 
when the proposed amendment is of 
so great importance to the material 
welfare of the country, some way will 
be found to secure its incorporation 
into thg fundamental law of ihe land 
in a way that will meet the approval 
of the forces that control. 

That country has had, since 1830, 
no less than seven distinct constitu- 
tions. The old Colombian Union, es- 
tablished by Bolivar, was later re- 
solved into three separate republics, 
One of these New Granada. A writer 
in The Boston Herald, in presenting 
an epitome of the constitutional his- 
tory of the republic, shows that in 
1861 the sixth distinct constitution 
was adopted, the republic under it 
becoming the United States of Colom- 
bia. During the succeeding twenty- 
two years the country was overturned 
by revolution no less that eleven 
times, but the constitution stood nom- 
inally intact. In 1885 the present con- 
stitution was adopted and the country 
became the Republic of Colombia. 
This was the resuit of the movement 
for a more centralized form of gov- 
ernment. Before that time there had 
been much contention over the ques- 
tion of the sovereignty of the different 
States; but this constitution of 1885 
contains a specific denia} of the sov- 
| ereignty of the states. It is interest-

A Natural Development. 

Nashville News: Chief Justice Lore, of 
Delaware, in his Chautauqua address on 
mobs and lynching, touched upon a point 
that Iles deeper in the nature of the sub- 
ject than those usually presented tn such 
Giscussions.

Amiel 
more than half a century ago in Geneva 
wrote: “‘Bvery fiction is ° self-expiating 
and democracy rests upon this legal fic- 
tion, that the majority has got only force, 
but reason, on its side—that it possesses 
not only the right to act, but the wisdom 
necessary -to action.’’ Nevertheless, he 
added: ‘“‘Democracy exists; it is mere loss 
of time to dwell upon its absurdities and 
defects. Every regime has its weakness, 
and’ this regime is a. lesser evil than 
others ~ 


Lynching and Anarchy. 

Jacksonville Times-Union: When Presi- 
dent Roosevelt departed from the path 
blazed out for him by the presse he went 
astray. When he says lynching is 4an- 
archy he talks rubbish. If with “‘malice 
aforethought,”’ it is murder. Before the 
law and before the higher court of mor- 
als it stands on precisely the same plane 
as any other homicide, aggravated if for 
slight cause or if deliberately planned, 
palliated, but not excused if the result” 
of some horrible crime calculated to evoke 
a storm of passion strong enough to

The Georgia Legislature. 

Columbia (8S. C.) State: At this dis- 
tence, the session of the Georgia legis- 
lature which ended last week appears to 
have been a very good one. Several wor- 
thy statutes were enacted and not a few 
bad bills rejected. 

Among the bills passed was one provid- 
ing for a constitutional amendment to 
prohibit the levying of a tax of more than 
5 mills; a bill providing for uniform text- 
books in the public sehools; a resolution 
appropriating $30,000 for Georgia's exhibit 
at St. Louls; a more stringent vagrancy 
law; a bill allowing towns and militia dis- 
tricts to levy taxes for school purposes; 
a bill to permit the working of felony 
convicts on the roads. Georgia is getting 
in line with the most enlightened and 
progressive thought of the day when she 
begins to build good roads with convict 
labor and to support her common schools 
by local taxation. At present the consti- 
tution makes it exceedingly difficult to 
levy a local tax for school purposes, re- 
quiring the recommendation of two grand 
juries and then 4a two-thirds majority of 
all the registered voters before a county 
can levy such a tax. An amendment was 
submitted to the people remoying the pro- 
vision for the grand jury recommendation 
and providing that a two-thirds majority 
of the persons voting at an election heid 
for the purpose shall be sufficient. It also 
permits school districts ami militia dis- 
trists to vote on this question, there being 
no provision for that in the present con- 
stitution. The section of the constitu- 
tion when amended will read as follows: 
‘Authority may be granted to counties, 
militia districts, school districts and to 
municipal corpyrations, upon the recom- 
mendation of the corporate authority, to 
establish and maititain public schools in 


their respective limits Dy local taxation. | 
But no such laws shall take, effect until ; to mention the petroleum incident when 


the same shall have deen submitted to a 
vote of the qualified voters in each coun- 
ty, militia district, school district or 
municipal corporation and approved by 
two-thirds majority of the persons vot- 
ing at such election, and the general aa. 
sembly may prescribe who shall vote on 
such questions.” : 

It is surprising that Georgia has not 
long ago made it easy to lay a local tax 
for schoo}, support. Undoubtedly the 
system of local taxation is the wisest 
end best way to secure and to maintain 
schools in adequate numbers and of ade- 
quate capacity which shail bring educa- 
tion to the masses, The idea is gaining 
ground é¢verywhere, While the principle 
is accepted in South Carolina, it is not 
yet as generally practiced as it should be,

LONDON.—Is Westminster Abbey in 
danger? oe 

This somewhat alarming question has 
just been raised, et by a sensational 
journal, but by a véry serious member of 
parliamect, Mr. Channing. The ecclesias- 
tical commissioners, it seems, have de- 
termined to clear away the residential 
area to the south of the Aodbey and 
erect on the sites a number of tall busi- 
ness premises.

Snuff Taking Increases, 

LONDON.—Fashion’s pendulum is for 
ever on the swing. Inquiries made in the 
tobacco trade tend to show that snuff 
once more bids fair to play a not insig- 
nifieant part in the amenities of social 
life, s 

A steady increase has been noted tn the 
consumption of snuff. At both ends of 
the socia] ladder, too, for like the pipe, 
snuff knows no distinctions of rank or 
intellect. 

“A dirty habit’ the use of it has indeed 
been called, but devotees at once join is- 
sue here with the consumers of tobacco 
in Other forms, and claim that if a ballot 
were taken of mothers, wives, sisters and 
sweethearts, the smoker and not the 
snuff-taker would be banished from the 
household. 

While ‘“Iehabo@" is written in the dust 
on many an old snuff jar and discarded 
snuff box, the gentle art of snuff-taking 
has been sedulously cultivated by high 
and low. 

Among the poor in the East End of 
London snuff is tn great demand, and 
scarcely a tobacconist but keeps some 
variety of it in stock. Many West End 
shops, on the other hand, ignore snuff 


altogether. “There ts no profit in snpff,” 


hishmenis, ‘and the sale of it would bring 
us a class of customers whieh we don't 
want.’’ 

Some houses are specially noted fos 
suuff. They are old-established places, 
Situated oftener than not in the @uiet 
Side streets, and they carry oh a “‘grow- 
ing’’ business with an aristocratic and 
well-to-do clientele. The printers of Fleet 
street are said to be large consumers of 
enuff. 


Turkish City Shy on Water. 

CONSTANTINOPLE.—For the last four 
weeks, owing to a difference between the 
Werces Water Company and the prefec- 
ture of the city, none of the streets have 
been watered, and the dust and smells 
are getting quite unbearable. 

People are earnestly praying for rain, 
for notwithstanding the season of the 
year, they are more hopeful of getting 
relief from the weather than from the 
municipality, who are totally disregard- 
ful of the public health. 


A commission has been appointed under 
one of the numbers of the council of 
state to see whether the streets of Con- 
stantinople cannot be watered independ- 
ently of the Dercos company, by tapping 
the springs in the environs of the eity, 
and thus increasing its water supply. 
Hulussi Bey, an engineer of the ministry 
of public works, estimates the outlay re- 
quired for this purpose at $125,000, and as 
it would take at least a year to carry 
through this project, the inhabitants must 
make up their minds to have the dust 
and smells until winter, when the mud 
will replace them, and for once become 
a blessing.

Fair Association Closes Deal 
for Speedy Machine To Con- 
test with Trains, 


Secretary. Frank Weldon, of the South- 
*trn Interstate Faly Association, yester- 
day afternoon closed a deal for a big 
Searchmont automobile, with which it 
ls proposed to advertise the great fair 
throughout the country districts and also 
to race ‘n a series of contests against 
railroad trains.

Secretary Weldon 
wired instructions for the chauffeur to 
come to Atlanta next Monday. The ma- 
ehine is said to be the speediest in the 
south and some great records and ex- 
citing sport are anticipated when it goes 
ugainst the Several locomotives. It is 
equipped with a vertical forward motor.

Park, who is also the official bank 
examiner, The annual examination of the 
state banks has not yet been concluded, 
but there is little more to be done, and 
the work so far shows every financial in- 
Stitution in the state, subject to state ex- 
amination, to be in good condition, 

Only about forty out of the 208 banks 
operating under state charters remain to 
be examined this year, and when the work 
on these has been concluded the examina- 
tions for 1904 will begin. 

“The banks examined so far,’’ said State 
Treasurer Park yesterday, 
gratifying evidence of their prosperous 
condition, and the fact that their busi- 
ness has increased over that of 1902. Their 
loans are larger, showing greater activity 
in business. So far not a bank examined 
has fatled to prove itself to be in a satis- 
factory condition, and it is believed when 
the next call for a statement of the con- 
dition of Georgia's banks is made the 
banks and business men of Georgia will 
be proud of the exhibit.”’

While Booker Washington, of Tuske- 
gee, Ala., and a party of some thirty.or 
terty negro men and women enjoyed a 
hearty breakfast in the main dining room 
of the eating station at Hamlet, N. Gea 
Sunday morning, Senator A. Q. Bacon, 
Jcel Hurt, of Atlanta; Hon. T. J. Shack- 
elford, of Clarke county, and many oth- 
ers, among them several well known 
Georgians, walked around on the outside 
and went hungry. 

Washington and his party occupied a 
chartered Pullman on the northbound 
train, which went into Hamlet on the Sea- 
board Air Line Sunday morning. Hamlet 
is a junction point where connections for 
various places are made. It is also the 
eating station, 

When the morning train arrived there 
Senator Bacon and others left the car 
to get breakfast, but were surprised on 
reaching the dining room to find it oc- 
cupied by Washington and his party. Sur- 
prise was followed by indignation, and 
when the white passengers were invited 
to partake of breakfast in a small im- 
provised dining room, said t6 have been 
the reading room of the eating house, ali 
but one or two of them refused. 

Just to make matters more interesting 
there gathéred about the dining room and 
peered in at the doors and windows a 
crowd of local negroes, who seemed to 
enjoy the situation as much or more than 
did the Booker Washington party 

The meal finished, the negroes came 


from the main dining room, smoking their 


cigars and cigarettes with airs of proprie- 
torship, and waited for the departure of 
their train. 

Some of the connections were late and 
the traveling men had to wait over for 
several hours. At the next meal they 
to the main dining room, 
but indignantly declined. Some went over 
to Pinehurst, where they were unable to 
get anything to eat, and the resuit was 
that practically all of the white trav- 
elers went without eating all day.

114 . YEARS. 


Woman Dies in New Orleans Mother 
of 22 Children. 

Orleans, La., August 24.-Widow 

Marie Deransbourg, colored, sup- 

posed to have reached the age of 114 

years, is dead at her home nere. 

According to statements made by mem- 
bers of the family, the woman was born 
in the year 1789, in St. Charles parish, 
and was the property of Pierre Larco. 
a rich planter, who afterwards removed 
to the lower coast wor Algiers. 

The woman was a slave until 1852, 
when she was purchased from the Larco 
family by her husband, Victor Derans- 
bourg, with nine children. All told, the 
deceased had given birth to twenty-two 
children, of which number only nine sur- 
vive. 

The eldest is 69 years of age and the 
youngest 47. The woman had never 
known any severe illness and had only 
been confined to her bed two weeks fix 
fore her death. Prior to this event she 
was perfectly sound and could. move 
about without assistance. )

METHODS OF DESTROYIN 
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THE COTTON CATERPILLAR 


S the result of many inquiries as 
A to the methods of getting rid of 
the cotton caterpillar, which has 
been doing so much damage to the plant, 
particularly in the southwestern part of 
the state, Commissioner of Agriculture O. 


B. Stevens has had prepared a letter 
which he is sending out to all who write 
for information on this line. 

The letter says in part: 

‘The larvae, or caterpillars, have bit- 
ing mouth-parts and hence can be killed 
only by poisoning the cotton foliage with 
some substance, which, when eaten, will 
kill the caterpillars. 

“Two gubstances are largely used for 
this purpose, arsenate of lead and paris 
green. 

“Spraying—Where the cotton is not too 
large, and a knapsack sprayer is avail- 
able, the cotton may be sprayed with 
either of the following mixtures: 

‘). Arsenate of lead, 2 pounds; water, 
50 gallons. The arsenate of lead should 
be first thoroughly mixed with a small 
amount of water and this solution then 
added to the barrel (50 gallons) of water 
and thoroughly mixed. It should be kept 
thoroughly stirred and agitated while in 
use. as the arsenate will settle to the 
bottom if allowéd to stand for any con- 
siderable length of time. 

‘2. Paris green, three-quarters of a 
pound; lime, 1 1-2 pounds; water, 50 gal- 
lons. This mixture, like the above, 
should be kept thoroughly stirred and 
when placed in the knapsack sprayer 
should be strained through a fine wire- 
gauze strainer or a loose-mesh cloth, in 
order to prevent particles of the lime

‘The use of large barrel pumps, mount- 
ed upon a wagon or cart, is not prac- 
ticable in cotton fields at this season 
of the year, as considerable cotton will 
be destroyed by the wheels and mules. 
With the use of the knapsack pump upon 
small sized cotton, each hand can spray 
from 4 to 6 acres per day. ... 

“Dusting—The most rapid method of 
distributing poison, as well as the.cheap- 
est, is that of dusting the plants with 
paris green. For this purpose construct 
a dusting machime as follows: From a 
l-inch board cut out a piece 4 1-2 feet 
long by 3 inches wide, and bore an inch 
and a half auger hole 6 inches from each 
end. Now make two sacks of unbleached 
cotton - ae each sack al@ut 5 inches 
wide by 15 inches long. closed at the ends 
and open along ane side. We have found 
unstarohed sheeting, running about 4 
yards to the pound, to be the best for 
this purpose. Tack the open edges of 
the sack to thé end and sides of the 
board above mentioned in such a way 
that each sack is suspended below one 
of the auger holes. This gives us a 
board with a sack attached to each end, 
with convenient holes for filling the 
sacks, and which can be readily car- 
ried in one hand. 

“Make a mixture of one part paris 
green and four parts of air-slaked lime, 
being careful to see that the mixture 
is perfect and entirely dry. The board 
when in use should be carried diagonally 
acros& the row, in such a manner that 
both sides of the row will be well dusted. 
The operator walks along the row, shak- 
ing the board vigorously enough to scat- 
ter the dust freely upon both sides of 
the plant, as well as upon the growing 
tips. Where the rows are not too far 
apart, a duster of this kind can be car- 
in each hand and two rows thus 
dusted at once.’’

the first Alabama bale of new cotton. 


The bale was raised on the C. W, 
Hooper place, near Burnsville, and was 
raised by an old negro named Peter Min- 
ter. This plantation has furnished the 
first bale for this section for the past 
five years. 

The bale was received too late to be 
weighed, but will be sold at the cotton 
exchange tomorrow, when it will bring 
a good price.

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BIDS OW BOOKS 
ARE CALLED FOR 


State Board of Education Starts 
Uniformity, 


Bids Must Be in Hand by Noon on 
October 5—Subcommission Has 
Not Yet Been Chosen. 
Books Are Already 
Coming In. . 


The book publishing houses which ex- 
pect to get in on the contracts for uniform 
text-books for Georgia's schools must 
have their bids and sample copies of their 
books in the hands of the state board of 
education by or before 12 o'clock noon on 
Saturday, October 65. 

This action was taken yesterday by the 
state board of education, and it was the 
only question of importance under the 
new uniform text-book law that was set- 
tled. The board, which is composed of 
the governor, the secretary ‘of state, the 
attorney general, state school commis- 
sioner and the comptroller general, held 
its meeting in the state school commis- 
sioner’s office, and spent some time in 
discussing the law. 

The acts provides that the governor, 
who is chairman of the board, shall he 
the president of the state school book 
commission. State School Commissioner 
Merritt was elected secretary. 

The board adjourned after fixing the 
time for receiving bids, subject to the 
call of the president. 

The secretary will mail a copy of the 
new law with notice of the board’s ac- 
tion to each publishing house in the 
country, inviting them to submit bids. 

The subcommission which is to examine 
the sample books and report to the 
beard, wil] be appointed by the board 
some time between now and October 4 
This commission will consist of five mem- 
bers to serve for thirty days at a salary 
of $% a day. Each member of the board 
will make his individua] report on the 
books examined, and the bids will be 
locked in the office of the secretary of 
State and not opened unti] the subcom.- 
mission has made its report. The state 
board will then select the books to be 
used, considering both quality and price. 
The books chosen cannot be changed for 
a period of five years except by a vote 
of four members of the state board. 

Books agents have already begun to 
display their wares around the capitol, 
and members of the state board are be 
ginning to learn what sort of a “case of 
talk’’ they are “up against.”’ 

If anyone should walk into the office 
of any member of the state board and 
not see him there, he need not be im- 
mediately disappointed. Investigation be- 
hind a pile of uniform text-books may 
disclose the whereabouts of the official 
sought for.

PAVING DELAYED 
FOR BIG PARADE 


Asphalt Will Not Be Laid on 
Peachtree Street Until 
After Labor Day. 


The paving of Peachtree street with as- 
phalt from the Whitehall street viaduct 
to Ellis street, which was scheduled to 
begin yesterday morning, has been post- 
poned until Tuesday, September 8, in 
order that the work may not interfere 


with the big Labor day parade. 

The postponement was granted by May- 
or Evan P. Howell on request of the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades, through @ 
committee. The committee called on 
Mayor Howell yesterday morning and 
asked that the work be delayed, stating 
that the tearing up of the present Ppav- 
ing on Peachtree street just now would 
considerably interfere with and inconve- 
nience the Labor day parade. On this 
showing the mayor ordered that the work 
be postponed unti] the 8th, which is the 
day following Labor day. The gas com- 
pany had torn up a portion of the Street, 
preparatory to changing their pipes, when 
the order of the mayor stopped further 
work. 

The work of paving this section of 
Peachtree is expected to require about 
three weeks.

Chicago, August 24.—The wheat merket 
vpened firm, influenced by rain in the 
northwest, the weather map showing 2.90 
inches at Bismarck and 1.32 at Morehead. 
This was thought to be very undesirable 
fer the harvesting of spring wheat, espe- 
clally as a great deal of the wheat al- 
ready cut is in shock in the flelds. Trade 
was quiet, and while the news was gen- 
erally bullish the market failed to re- 
spond, and during the morning acted 
heavy. Prices were 1-2 to 5-8c higher 
at the opening, but lost a good part of 
it before noon. 

The weather map showed ideal condi- 
tions for corn, it being generally clear 
and warmer, and the market, after a 
little steadier opening with wheat, eased 
off quite rapidly, selling down 1-2c below 
Saturday’s close within the first hour. 
Crop reports show improvement, and 
while it is generally conceded that the 
crap will not be a large one, it is thonght 
that a considerable improvement will be 
made. 

Oats were rather easier with corn and 
in the aosence of support. 

Provisions were very quiet, but a little 
firmer on the advance in hogs. 


George H. Philiips’ Grain Letter. 

Chicago, Saturday, August 223.—Fine 
weather in the northwest has practically 
secured to the farmer there an excellent 
quality of wheat, Everywhere, except in 
Nebraska, wheat, winter and spring, is of 
fine quality, and with the total 
crop under our average ann@! require- 
ments (export requirements included), I 
believe wheat bought at present price is 
ar exceptional investment. Best posted 
people in the world say foreign require- 
ments will be all of 250,000,000 bushels. 
They will surely have to pay a big price 
for a great part of it. The farmers in 
this country appreciate the value of their 
wheat, and will be confident and tenacious 
holders all the way to a dollar. The 
whole grain-growing population of the 
United States are “‘bulis for keeps.” 

With the best of weather we wiil raise 
not over two-thirds of an average crop 
ot corn, certainly not over 1,500,000,000 
bushels, and with Argentina almost 
through shipping both wheat and corn, 
the foreigners who have banked with con- 
fidence on our government estimate for a 
crop of 2,000,000,000 bushels will soon be 
compélled to wake up to the real situa- 
ticn. When they do there will be but 
one side to the corn market. Cattle and 
hogs will within a year, I feel certain, ad- 
vance greatly. 

The oat crop, especially that portion of 
the crop that is tributary to the great 
distributing centers, is very light, and 
already the shortage is being felt, as 
farmers have already sold about all they 
mean to part with for the present. A 
great part of what remains will be held. 
With May oats 3%c over the September, 
country elevator people will utilize as 
much storage capacity as possible and 
carry the cash oats. September will like- 
ly see a good demand for cash wheat, 
ccorn and oats, 

Such figures as $1 for wheat, 5c for 
cern and 45c for oats, I sincerely believe, 
will be paid before February 1, and will 
be paid without any idea that they are 
too high. 

Do not become too enthusiastic on the 
extreme bulges, but buy some grain to 
hold for the “big show,” and buy more 
on all the weak spots for liberal scalping 
profits.

NORMAL SCHOOL 


Atlanta Teachers Are Busy 
in Their Normal In- 


Cre, stitute, 
ad 


A .wery large crowd attended the open- 
ing exercises of the Teachers’ Normal 
institute, held yesterday morning in the 
Boys’ High schoo] from 9 o'clock until 1 
o'clock. Excellent lectures were delivered 
by Arthur Call and Misses Elizabeth 
Brown and Eva Louise Miller and al) the 
preliminary arrangements for the regu- 
lar normal course were made. 

Arthur Call lectured on the “Ethical 
Aims of Education.’’ In this talk he de- 
fined ethics and divided his subject into 
separate heads to be treated in future 
lectures. His talk was very much enjoyed 
by his hearers. He begins his work with 
the expectation that every one present is 
wel] versed in educaetional work and 
speaks of the broader aims of education 
and the prospects of the future. 

Miss Elizabeth Brown, of Washington, 
held the attention of the audience with 
an interesting and instructive talk on the 
different methods of teaching the primary 
grades. She emphasized the value of na- 
ture study, showing how much easier a 
child picks up knowledge about birds and 
flowers and all kinds of material objects 
than it learns the alphabet or absorbs the 
knowledge of books. She also strongly 
advocated teaching children the folklore 
of their country, and in fact interesting 
them in short and pleasing stories of all 
kinds, 

Miss Eva Louise Miller, of West Spring- 
field, spoke mainly of the difficulties of 
penmanship, the false idea that it is u 
very slow system, and finally brought 
out some of its strongest and-best points. 
She laid especial stress on the fact that 
it is impossible to teach a system to chil- 
dren when the teacher is equally as lg- 
norant as the child, and expressed sur- 
prise that anyone expected progress to be 
made under such circumstances. She went 
on to explain that this ignorance of the 
proper way of teaching the system had re- 
suited in other systems being tntroduced 
in many cities, but that the vertical sys- 
tem had soon supplanted its supplanter. 
In concluding she enlarged on the sim- 
plicity of the system, comparing it with 
its predecessors. 

After the lecture work a motion was 
made that the hour of assembling be 
changed from 9 to 8 o'clock. This change 
was adopted.

New York, August 24.—Today’s dull and 
Sluggish market accorded with expecta- 
tions. The volume of transactions fell 
to about a quarter of a million shares, 
and this small business was on a rapidly 
diminishing scale during the latter part 
of the day.
